FIRST LEASE SUPPLEMENT ECOMMISSION

This FIRST LEASE SUPPLEMENT dated as of January 15, 1981
is between NEW ENGLAND MERCHANTS LEASING CORPORATION B-10 (the
"Lessor"), and FARMLAND INDUSTRIES, INC., a Kansas corporation (the
"Lessee").

RECITALS:

A. The Lessor and the Lessee have entered 1nto an
Equipment Lease dated as of November 1, 1980 (the "Lease"). The
capitalized terms used in this supplement are used with the meanings
specified in the Lease, unless otherwise defined herein.

B. The Lease was filed on November 18, 1980 with the
Interstate Commerce Commission and assigned recordation no. 12418.

C. The Lessor has granted a security interest in the
Lease to the Security Trustee under the Security Agreement.

D. The Security Agreement was filed with the Interstate
Commerce Commission on November 18, 1980 and assigned recordation

1. The Interim Rental payable under Section 2.1(a) of
the Lease with respect to all Items of Equipment on the Term Lease
Commencement Date shall be $59,837.45.

2. The amount of Fixed Rental payable on the first Fixed
Rental payment date and each Fixed Rental payment date thereafter
shall be 2.4502% of the Lessor's Cost of all Items of Equipment from
time to time subject to the Lease.

3. The schedules of Casualty Values and Termination Values
attached to the Lease as Schedule C and Schedule D, respectively,
shall remain unchanged.
